lie southern shore of tho 
Straits of Fuca, there have been discovered, crop- 
ping out la the face of a cliff of sandstone, two 
scams of a superior quality of coal, respectively 
2-3 and 8 inches thick, dlSering from all other coal 
yet found on this coast, and upproaching very 
nearly to the best anthracite, 

The bill or cliif in which this coal is found ex- 
tends from Clallam Bay to Pillar Point, (eight or 
nine miles) and is several hundred feet in height. 
It rises abruptly and nearly perpendicularly from 
a bold shore, and with scarcely any breadth of 
summit descends ns suddenly on the luiidivard 
side; so that it is actually nothing more than a 
wedge of rock, which in some tremendous con- 
vulsion of nature has been forced up frum ils 
natural position, as if for the purpose of reveal- 
in (j to us the wealth in coal held in the subjacent 
strata, and which otherwise might long have lain 
there unsuspected. Behind this, hill, stretching 
fo.- several miles eastward und southward from 
Clallam Hay, tho surface of the country is almost 
level, affording the strong presumption that 
throughout that district the underlying strata will 
Uo found undisturbed. 

In view of the eligible situation of this coal 
field, Ihe superior qualities of the coal and other 
important considerations, u Joint Stock Company, 
with limited liability, has been organized at Vic- 
toria, Vancouver Island, under the Vancouver 
Joint Stock Companies Act, which is simply the 
well known English " Limited Liability Act," for 
the purpose uf procuring land and working this 
coal mine. 

The United Slates surveys not yet having been 
extended to this pari of Washington Territory, a 
number of pre-emptions were niado liy American 
citizens, and these pre-empted lands leased to the 
Company for 99 years, for a consideration in 
stock. In tliis manner the Company ure posses- 
sors now of 17011 acres, all of which has been 
located expressly with a view to the interests of 
tho Company, and comprises the whole of the 
land around Clallam Hay,— nearly 600 acres, — in 
anticipation of a future town site, und abuut 1200 
acies of level land, located in one body expressly 
as a coal field, but as there is a much larger area 
of laud, which is doubtless coal bearing, the Com- 
pany have made arrangements for a Government 
survey with a view to the purchase uf from 10,000 
to 1,1,000 acres, which will cost in legal currency 
at tliis time only about fifty cents per acre. 
'The Company was organized June 1, 1864, and 
\ Immediately commenced work by mining the 
j principal seam in the face of the elilf, r.boui tweu- 
I ty-live feet above high water mark. At the same 
j time they engaged tho services of the most ex. 
Incrlenced mining ongincer in the country (Mr. 

Landalc) to examine tho mine and adjacent for- 
I illations, and report upon the same, and to udviso 
the Company as to their future operations. 

Mr. Landalo reporied that " a mine had been 
driven into coal, cropping out about four miles 
west uf Pillar Point, and uflcr crossing two faults 
got into clean coal 21 >i inches thick," that it has 
been thrown up by a " fault," or to use his own 
language, " a great penine fault, traceable for at 
least nine miles frum Pillar Point westward." "It 
not unf l equentl j happens," ho says, " that a 
great disturbance like this leaves the field com- 
paratively clean, I therefore directed my attention 
to tho other side of the range and lands beyond 
it, examining thu inner side of the blull and 
Clallam River and sevcrul small streams end 
tidges in the valley. 

" The inner side of the range on the west end 
is nearly vertical, gradually flattening as you pro- 
ceed eastward, presenting a line, gently undula- 
ting Eurfacc ; 1 examined the sides of sevoral 
small ridges in diifercnt parts of tho valley, and 
got a solt yellow sandstone in eacli of them ; but 
could neither get anything like inclination or 
thickness ; this sandstone gives one sonic idea of 
continuity, anil the probatiility is that a series of 
small de'acbed (coal) basins extend south, one 
after another, for a great distance inland." 

Mr. Landalc farther says, that the fossils, 
which he found In great abundance indicate that 
the tield is one of recent date. "There is hardly 
a Bhale or sandstone that does not contain car- 
bonized vegetable matter, in or through them, 
which tends to show that the deposit will not be 
regular, and all the beds will be subject to thick- 
ening and thinning at intervuls." And he recom- 
mends that while the present mine be used as a 
stand-by for samples, that a bore should be put 
down at a point on the other side of the bluff and 
about a mile from Clallam bay ; and gives his 
reasons for supposing •'that ihe original twenty 
two inch seam would be found at a reasonable 
depth." This point, Mr. Landalc continues, " is 
also at a reasonable distance from the cross ridgo 
or fault, and comparatively beyond its influence." 

'•Lastly," Mr. Landate says, in recommending 
the bore, "a depth of fifty fathoms will most 
likely expose new and perhaps thicker coals. 
The 22-inch scam of coal will yield about 22-50 
tons per acre, but I am unable to give even an ap- 
proximate number of acres in which it will be 
found. It is my opinion that the whole space 
colored pinion map, will bo bearing ground. " 
The space Mr. Landalo mentions as colored pink 
would cover more than 16,000 acres, and at 2,250 
tons per acre would hold about thirty three mil- 
lions of tons, or coal enough, supposing the mine 
to yield 300 tons per day, to last 300 years. 

Mr. Landalo says he is "of opinion that the 
coal will make u capital steam coal" and that 
"coal in tiiis locality would have many advanta- 
ges over any field yet discovered." 

In conclusion Mr. Landalc says, " If the bore 
is successful, a shaft should bo sunk and a level 
driven about iiOU yards, without breaking rooms; 
if that breadth is obtained, I think working may 
be commenced briskly ; a tramway can be easily 
laid to any point of the bay (Clallam Bay) with- 
out encountering any engineering difficulties, 
and I do not think a wharf with shules would be 
a difficult undertaking.' 

In conformity with Mr. Landale's advice a bore 
was put down at the point he recommended and 
the 22-inch seam was reached on the 12tli Sep- 
tember last, at a depth of 28 fathoms. Tho Com- 
pany.iotend to continue boring in hopes of find- 
ing the thicker coals which Mr. Landalc expects 
will be found there. His judgment has been so 
hnppily proved ill the former instance that the 
comp'tny have the greater confidence in continu- 
ing to follow his advice.

But that which has been 
n the present mine, in consequence of 
the great disturbance to which the stratum has 
been subjected, is not clean, the faults and cracks 
being frequently filled with sandstone, and it was 
found by the United States Revenue steumer 
Shubrick, and tho steamer Pacific, that while thu 
coal gave intense heat, and-worked admirably for 
a time, it melted this sandstone and formed n 
troublesome clinker. Experienced coal miners, 
however, say that when the undisturbed stratum 
is worked, this cause of annoyance will not occur. 
The clean, picked coal gives very little ash, burns 
with a clear, bright flame, preal heat, and little 
smoke, without any annoyance from sulphur. 
Samples of the coal have been furnished to the 
U. S. Revenue steamer Shubrick, '.he Hudson 
Hay Company's steamer Enterprise, the Albion 
lion Works of Spratt and Kricmlor, and steamer 
Pacific. 

The Engineer of the Shubrick reports tho coal 
to havo worked admirably for three hours, when 
it commenced forming u clinker on the bars. Tho 
Engineer says : "On breaking tho large lumps I 
found it contained reins of sandstone varying 
from half to one and a half inches thick. Tho 
coal is quite hard and comes nearer tn the an- 
thracite ihan any other coal I ever saw. Gover- 
nor Pickering, General McDowell, anil others 
I witnessed the performance of the coal and were 
satisfied the sandstone was the cause of so much 
clinker.

THE KOOTENAY REPORT. 

The report of Mr. Birch, the Colonial Se- 
cretary of British Columbia, on tlio Koote- 
nay country, we at length placo beforo our 
readers. It is evident from this document 
that the trnil by way of Rock Creek is not 
tho one which will enable Ihu traders of Van- 
couver Island and British Columbia to com- 
pete with their American neighbors. Mr. 
Bitch says that the route ho look made the 
distance from Hope to the Kootenay 490 
miles, but that the journey could bo perform' 
ed in 400. This, however, will not bring us 
up to the facilities of tho American route. 
From Walla Walla to tho Kootenay mines is 
about the same distance ; but provisions are 
muoh cheaper at Walla Walla than at Hope. 
When the Colonial Secretary, says that 
the British Columbian merchants have 
nothing to fear because the American goods 
are now subject to an enormously high tariQ, 
he is evidently laboring nndor n serious mis- 
take. American goods pay no American 
tariff, and they are no worse oil so far as the 
British Columbian tariff goes, when they 
cross the Boundary line, than they would be 
at Hope. It is necessary that the people ol 
both colonies should look this matter fairly 
in the face. They cannot, lor a moment, by 
any land travel ol -100 miles hope to compote 
in any decree with the Oregon merchants 
and the mere fact that food in Kootenay, even 
with the infancy ol tho American transit, 
is cheaper than it is in Cariboo, uftor three 
years of laborious and expousivo road making, 
is sufficient proof ol the assertion. If packers 
can take goods from tho head of navigation 
on the Columbia river lo ihe Kootenay mines 
for twenty centB a pound, it is clear we can- 
not compete in any thing but English wares. 
When wo come to examine what proportion 
these form of our trade with the mines it will 
be easily seen tho small per centage of the 
Kootenay traffic which can, under the oircum- 
stanoea, bo monopolised or shared by our 
merchants. To take the list of articles giveu 
by Mr. Birch himself, enumerating flour, 
beans, bacon, lea, coflee, sugar, butter, beef, 
mutton, candles, tobacoo, and boots, there are 
but. three iu which we could hope to compute 
■ — tea, coffee and sugar. For nearly all the 
rest, we ourselves aro indebted to our Ameri- 
can neighbors. With the exception, there- 
fore, of spirits, dry goods, and a low luxuries, 
we could not, with our present routes, how- 
over improved, place goods in the Kooteray 
mines anything like so cheap as the packors 
and traders from Oregon. It devolves, 
therefore, on tho Government of tho neigh- 
boring colony to discover if possible a line of 
transit that will reduce the land travel 
nearly ono-half. 

By a letter in the Columbian from one of the 
exploring party by Kamloops Lake we havo 
so far the assurance that the route to the 
Columbia rivor via Yale is one easily traver- 
sed. The exploring party had reached the 
Columbia all right and were about to test its 
navigable capacity. By this route we have 
the following table of distances: From Yule 
to Cache Creek on the Bonaparte there is n 
good wagon road for 110 miles ; frum Cache 
Creak to Lake Kamloops is a practicable 
trail of 25 miles ; from Lake Kamloops to 
the upper part of the Shuswap is navigable 
water communication ot 120 miles ; from 
Shuswap to the Columbia river, a distance of 
about forty miles, a road can bo made cross- 
ing the dividing raugc at an altitude of fif- 
teen hundred feet. This brings m to the 
Columbia, and from thence to ihe initios is 200 
miies by water. Should this portion ol 
the Columbia be found navigable, as is stated 
by men who have travelled over the country, 
Kootenay can be reached by a route that will 
throw the Oregon und Washington Territory 
oommnnication completely into the shade. 
From Yale, the land travel will be only ITU 
miles, 110 of which, as we have said, tis ul- 
ready a good wagon road, leaving, therefore, 
but sixty to be made. The water communi- 
cation will be a little over 300 miles. It is 
evident, therefore, if wo can only be certain 
thut the Columbia is navigable for the 
atretoh alluded to, that we can luy even 
Oregon provisions down cheaper at the 
Kootenay mines than the Oregon traders 
can Ibeniselvss. It is Irne that in tho Col- 
ville anil Walla- Walla valleys vegetables 
and cereals may be raised and transported 
cheaper than could be possible by any place 
wost of tho Columbia in our own territory, 
but as the mining population increases, even 
this description of supplies will be received 
principally by wuy ol British Columbia. 
There, is, however, another great advantage 
prospeciively to the route to which we have 
just alluded. As tho mines continue to 
spread north, as thoy are evidently doing at 
present, our distance will be decreasing while 
the route Dy Washington Territory will bo 
extended. In a few years, moruover, sulli- 
cient groin will be grown in the neigh bor- 
ing colony lo leed the mining population. 
Under any circumstances, no line is to be 
lost by tho Government und tho people 
Should tho navigation o' the Columbia be 
as practicable as is generally anticipated, 
steamers will be required immediately on 
its waters as well as on Lake Kamloops. 

The report of Mr. Birch throws much 
additional light on tho Kootenay country, 
niid gives us tho pleasing assurance that Ihe 
heads of tho Government of British Colum- 
bia are intent on finding out for themselves 
the nature of Ihe mines and tho routes best 
adapted to secure their t'ado. If the Colonial 
Secretary has made a few mistakes of oilhor 
ominaioil or commission, thoy are only such 
as any newcomer would be liable to fall 
into ; on the other hand, however, he has 
given ua n very rcadublo and practical re- 
port — much Ihe best of ntiy si mihir documents 
wuich have yet appeared under Government 
direction ill the neighboring colony. 



GRANE VICE-REOAL BALL AT 
NEW WESTMINISTER. 

Tho bull given by Ilia Exeellenoy the 
Governor of British Columbia on Tuesday 
evening, the 8th inst., fur eclipsed anything 
of the kind ever uudertuken in either colony, 
and requires 'uioro than a passing notice. 
Although two papers were published in tho 
capital of tho sister colony on tho morning 
of tho 0th, wo look in vain lo their columns 
for any notice of an event which is OOttaluly 
of more than ordinary local interest. It 
affords us aatisfao'ion, however, to be able to 
furnish a brief account of the splendid enter- 
tainment provided by llioir popular Governor. 
The appearance of Government House, 
situated at tho Royal Engineer Camp, 
about a mile from town, since it hus 
been tenanted by Governor Seymour, has 
undergone a considerable change. Largo 
additions have been made to the premises, 
including a magnificent lofty ball room, 
with large bow windows overlooking the 
lawn and the pretty river scenery. At 
the west cud oi the hall room, tho exterior of 
which is in keeping with thu rest of the 
building, rises an ornamental lower which 
will tnoch improve the appearance of the 
Vice-Regal residence from the river, when the 
shingles on the rool lose their new appear- 
ance and darken with ago. The house, fur- 
niture, und grounds, altogether, wear a more 
decidedly English air ol comfort and efflu- 
ence than anything we have seon since we 
left tho shores of old Albion. 

The invitations to tlio ball were generally 
extended lo residents in and around New 
Westminster and tho up river towns as well 
as to officers of the army and navy on this 
■tation, ami many of the officia's, members 
of the Legislature und prominent residents on 
this Island. The steamer Enterprise convey- 
ed a number of the guests to the Royal En- 
gineer Camp on Tuesday, and was con- 
veniently mooted at a landing immediately 
below Government House. 

The gunboat Forward went up on Monday 
taking 1 tie line band of the flagship for the 
purpose of performing on the occasion, but 
unfortunately the bandsmen who were allow- 
ed shore leave incurred the displeasure of Ihe 
naval authorities by their conduot and weie 
not permitted to appear. Their place was 
supplied by some of the former members of 
the .Sapper Band, who with the able assist- 
ance of a gentleman amateur pianist acquit- 
ted themselves most creditably. 

The Fid.-liter brought a few invited guests 
from Nanaimo. At about half-past eight the 
capacious bull room began to fill. Ilm Ex- 
cellency Governor Seymour, in the handsome 
uoiforui of the Service, attended by the 
Honorable A. N. Birch, Colonial .Secre- 
tary, D. O. Maunsell, Esquire, Private 
Secretary, and accompanied by Governor 
Kennedy, Mrs. and the Misses Kennedy, 
Admiral the Hon. J. Deoman and Mrs. Den- 
man, Captain Sullivan, R. N., Lieut. Sir 
Lambtun Lorraine, R, N., and other dis- 
tinguished visitors at Government House, was 
in waiting to receive tho guests, who num- 
bered probably about 200. 

Dancing commenced at U o'clock and con- 
tinued until midnight when the doors of ihu 
supper room were thrown open disclosing 
one of the most elegant aud tastefully arrang- 
ed tables that we have seeu at any private 
entertainment. In the midst of innumerable 
delicacies rose a magnificent silver chased 
candelabrum which was the object of universal 
admiration. Supper ended, dancing was 
suined and maintained with the most deter- 
mined vigjr. Considerable merriment was 
occasioned by the introduction of the 
coquettish old English dance the "Cotillion," 
with looking-glass, cushion, streamers, and 
umbrella. Loud bursts ol laughter greeted each 
hopeful suitor for the momentary gratifica- 
tion of a wallz round the room when, despite 
all the winning smiles at command he fouud 
his numbered among the "rejeoled addresses, " 
and tho pleasant tusk assigned him of holding 
an umbrella over hia more favored rival while 
enjoying the " dizzy whirl." 

Shortly before 4 a m. tho company took 
leave of the distinguished host and his guests, 
tho band playing the National An then 1 , in 
winch many voices joined to do homage to 
England's Queen. 

OFFICIAL REPORT ON KOOTENAY. 

From the British Columbia Government 
Gazette we obtain the following report of the 
lato official trip to tho Kootenay country by 
Mr. Colonial Secretary Birch : 

Colonial Secrrtary'r Oi-tick, 
New Westminster, 

31st October, 1804. 
Sib — I have the honor to report to you my 
return from visiting the Kootenay District 
I much regret that my absence has been 
prolonged beyond tho time I had anticipated, 
111 consequence of the far greater distance ol 
the Mining portion ol that District from the 
town of Hope than I had been led to expect 
from tho reports that had reached New 
Westminster before my departure. 

Leaving Hope on the 2nd September, in 
company with Mr. Bushby and Mr. Evans, 
we crossed tho Cascade range to Princeton, 
a distance of 75 miles, in 3 days, ami follow- 
ing the beautiful valley of the .Similkaineen, 
we reached toe custom house at Osoyoos on 
the "lii ol September. 

From Osoyoos we proceeded by way ol 
Rock Creek, where via found several China- 
men and 5 white men employed in mining 
on the lower portion ol the stream. The 
latter were taking out Imm 6 to rj dollars a 
day to the hand, und trom information I was 
■ on the i-pot it only requires 
irs to develop the resources 
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finding sufficient gmsi for more than ono 
pack-train. 

Wa struck the Kootenay river about four 
miles from tho upper end of tho great Koote- 
nay or Flatbow lako. This portion of the 
valley is quito level and composed of rich 
alluvial soil, and much resembles that of 
Pitt rivor at Ibis season, abounding as it does 
in swamp grass und rank vegetation; it is 
evident!)' one coniinuoui lake during the 
earlier period of the year. Tho river itself 
is broad, steep and Bluggish. 

The Kootenay Indians are by far the finest 
specimens of the race thai I have yet seen, 
and are among the— I fear— few tribes re- 
maining that have not b.-cn demoralised by 
contamination with the while man. 1 believe 
with lew exceptions they have become con- 
verts to Christianity, and it was a pleasing 
sight to sec the Chief of the tribe, who ac- 
companied me on my road for soma days, 
kneel dowu before each repast and thank 
God for his daily bread. They appeared much 
pleused with the few presents which I made 
them of needles, fish-hooks and tobacco, and 
during tho time that wo were within the 
district of tho eastern tribes we were generally 
followed by a large cavalcade. A large tiliin 
ber were encamped in the valley at their 
fishing grounds ; they were very friendly, nnd 
rendered us every ussistance in helping to 
swim our horses und cross our baggage over 
Ihe Kootenay river; this we accomplished 
with safety, nearly parallel with the Boundary 
Line, having travelled some twenty miles up 
the vulley after leaving the newly made 
trail 

On leaving the river we were obligod to 
diverge some 10 miles into American terri- 
tory, when we joined the Lewiston and 
Walla Wulla trail, which follows up the 
Mooyie rivei to the Likes, from which the 
river takes its rise, t lirouuh a thickly tim- 
bered und somewhat mcunlainous country, 
whore we found il very diliicult to find food 
for our horses. 

From those lakes to the mines, a distance 
of about 40 miles, the country ugaiu opens 
out, and nothing can exceed the grandeur of 
the scenery aa we now approached the Rocky 
Mountains. 

We arrived at the mines on the 20th day 
Irom Hope, and I cannot estimate the dis- 
tance travelled over in this period at less than 
DO miles, though in tins it should be remem- 
bered that 1 include the detour of 30 miles, 
which I m.ido by way of Colville. 

1 found uboul 700 men resident at '.he 
mines, and I was informed that at least 301) 
were out prospecting in the neighborhood; 



The entire country from Princeton to tho 
Grande Prairie, u dislunce of some 100 
miles, is almost freo from timber ; abounds 
in lood for oatlle ; the trail throughout is ex- 
cellent, and with the exception of a small 
distance oil the Similkameen, no expendi- 
ture would bo required in improving it, and 
indeed little would be required in improving 
it, and indeed little would be required in 
making the same into a waggon road. 

The exploration of 'he short distance, I 
have referred to might easily bo accomplished 
during the winter months, and if lound 
feasible might bo opened out iu a very short 
time. I would therefore suggest for your 
consideration that Mr. Hnynes be at oncu 
empowered to expend a small sum ou this 
work. 

I havo little of sufficient interest to report 
relative to our return journey, which won Id 
excuse me for continuing this already lung uv 
report ; we arrived at Hope iu 24 days from 
Wild Horse Creek, having experienced must 
lovely weather ; wo bad only to record two 
wet days throughout tho whole period of our 
absoncj, and nothing can txceod the charms 
of this climate (or camp life. 

Wo found game abundant over the whole 
trail, and were enabled without difficulty or 
delay, to keep the camp well supplied, though 
1 must own thai on occusious wo had descen- 
ded so low iu the gamo list as to cat porcu- 
pine with a relish. 

I cannot conclude this letter without ex- 
pressing my sonse of the admirable manuer 
iu which Mr. Haynes has carried out his 
duties under most difficult circumstaucos ; 
arriving us ho did with only on.? constable to 
assist him, among a body of 1500 miners from 
(he adjoining territories, many of whom were 
known to bo utterly regardless of law and 
order; he found them banded together making 
their own laws and metiug out their own 
ideas of justice ; each man, as many have 
owned to me carrying his life in his hands. 
In fact so insecure had life and property be- 
come in the oyos of many of the miners that 
Mr; Dore, one of the original discoverers of 
the creek, and a few others, had formed them- 
selves into a committee, and drawn up a code 
of lews which they intended enforcing on the 
community had not a government officer ar- 
rived at the moment. Copies of these laws 
were banded lo me by Mr. Doors, and I en- 
close ihoin us interesting documents. I would 
udd lhal the gentlemen forming this com- 
mittee have cheerfully rendered Mr. Haynes 
every assistance in their power in maintain- 
ing law und order. 

I arrived, within six weeks of Mr. Haynes'

Alter leaving tins we followed the X- 
whoy-alpit-kwu, or Kettle river, as fur as 
Boundary creek, where wo left the old Col- 
ville trail and proceeded by the new Hudson 
Buy Company's trail, which continues 
through British territory and alter some 15 
miles strike the old trail again on ihe Grande 
I'rattie. With ihe exception ol a very low- 
miles the entire ron'e from Hock creek lies 
through a fine roiling prairie country, thinly 
wooded and abounding in bunch grass. 

The Grande Prairie is a magnificent level 
plateau of some Lo miles in length by 8 ill 
breadth, admirably adapted for grazing and 
agriculture; it is almost encircled by the 
Kettle rivor, the banks ol which for some din 
Ian :e ou either side consist of a deep rich 
soil. 

My intention was to have continued on Ihe 
new trail to Fort Shepherd without passing 
intu American territory, but on learning Irom 
tho Indians whom ive mot on the Grande 
Prairie thai the trail from Fori Shepherd to 
the Kootenay luko was extremely rough ami 
bad lor horses, I deemed it prudent to pro- 
ceed to Fort Shepherd by way of Colville 
where I was enabled to havo some ol Ihe 
horses, which had become footsore, properly 
shod at the United Slates barracks, through 
1I10 kindness of the officer in command uf the 

A Iter a delay of two days at Colville we 
started lor Furl Shepherd, a newly erected 
trading posl ol Ihe Hudson Hay Company, 
situated iu a wild and barren spot, some two 
miles northward of tho Boundary Line, aud 
lo.-ty miles from Colville. 

Here wo had to swim the horses in a very 
rapid part of the Columbia, h shurl distance 
above the Pond d'Oroilles rfcer. 

I find that the trail from this point to the 
Kootenay valley, which passes over 11 densely 
woo.led mountain, a distance of some 30 
miles, was opened out in the early spring by 
the merchants ol Colville but what additions 
or improvements have since been made by 
the employees ol the Hudson Hay Company, 
I am at a loss lo conceive. 

No attempt has been made lo grade Ihe 
sleep inclines in any way, and it seems to 
have been the ambition of tho road party to 
carry tho trail through as many swamps as 
possible, every now und then appearing to 
lose themselves and then taking the trail over 
some high hlull only to return again to the 
swamps beneath. 

The best evidence 1 can give of the utter 
USelessnesa of the work done under tho aus- 
pices of the Hudson Hay Company, is iu lha 
disaster which has happened to one of the 
Company's own pack-trains, which started 
to cross this portion of thu trail at the tame 
time as myself, under Ihe charge of Mr. Link- 
lalcr ; this train was 1) days in teaching tho 
Konlenay Valley, and lost six horses, ono of 
which disappeared with its onlira pack of 
250 lbs of flour. 

As tho trail at present exists il would bo 
impossible for packers lo pass through this 
portion without carrying foo l lor their ani- 
mals. There is good feed about 12 miles Iron] 
Fori Shepburd und again at tho Summit of 
thu mountains, which form tlio divide between 
Ihe vulleys between the valleys of tho Cu-

A town of no inconsiderable size has al- 
ready sprung up upjn the creek. Four res- 
taurants are established ; the rate of charges 
lor regular boarders average $14 to S18 per 
week. Numerous substantial stores have 
been erected A lar^e brewery bad also been 
established, and had commenced working. 

Great uncertainty prevails as lo the period 
at which thu winter lairly sets in, but it was 
expected that tho severe frosts would not 
commence before November, and it was 
therefore the intention of -Mr. Haynes to 
allow ull claims lo lie over from the 1st Nov. 
to 1st May. 

From the number of log lints in course of 
construetion, it is estimated that from MO to 
-100 persons will winter at the mines. 

The gold taken from these mines is con- 
sidered by the traders lo equal the be.-t Cali- 
fornian gold. The price at which it passes 
current on Ihe creek is $18 the ounce, and 
puckers going ilo'.wi are glad lo purchase at 
that price. 

1 was very anxious to obtain some approxi- 
mate return of the amount of gold taken from 
the creek during the season, but I lound it 
impossible lo du so.

Great Rebellion, by Horace Greeley — Wo have 
teceivod from the agent, Mr. Vonen, who is in 
Vicloria making a personal call upon the in- 
habitants, tho first volume of the above, work. 
It is a well printed octavo book, illustrated 
by ruinialure portraits of tho members of the 
Northern and Southern Cabinets, the cele- 
brated generals of both sides, and tho " emi- 
nent opponents of the slave power,'' besides 
diagrams of battle fields, naval actious and 
places of historic interest. As a record of 
the political events of America since 1776 it 
promises to be the Standard work. Certainty 
no lean is bolter able to (,'ivo a clear and 
succinct account of tho warring political ele- 
ments which culminated in the present rebel- 
lion than Horace Greedy. The work is appro- 
priately dedicated to John Bright, British 
Commoner unci Christian Statesman, the 
friend of ray counlry because the friend of 
mankind." Mr. Greeley dues not intend to 
puhlish the second and concluding volume 
until the contest is over. Tho difficulties oi 
writing impartial and at the same time read- 
able history have been with the best of men 
almost insuperable, and we cannot expect a 
man, who has been tho most steadfast and 
persistent opponent ol the slave power on the 
American continent, to bo entirely free from 
prejudice in his narration of past and current 
events in connection with tho slave states. 
Mr. Greeley, however, brings with him to 
the task aD honesty of purpose and a clear 
intellect — attributes which will make his 
work infinitely superior to any other book of 
tho kind that is already published. " I shall," 
sayi the author, „" endeavor to show that 
while this war has been signalized by some 
deeds disgraceful to human nature, the gene" 
r»l behaviour of the combatants on either 
side has been calculated to do honor even to 
tho men who, though fearfully misguided, are 
Btill our countrymen, and to exalt the prestige 
of the {American name." To sum up the 
subject of the work io Horace Greeloy's own 
words, it is " How we go! iuto the war for 
tho Union, and how we get out of it." 

Affairs at CowichaN, — Mr. Mollatl, 
Road Commissioner at Co^iehan, arrived in 
town last evening by tho Fideliter, and in- 
forms us that on Tuesday evening tho house 
which ho bad just completed on Quoin ich an 
Lake was burnt to the ground.

Farming operations hnve been suspended foi 
the seaion, and the settlers are mostly en- 1 
gnged in improving their properties.

Fate has cut short, in the prime 
of life and tho zenith of his glory, one of tho 
most illustrious of Siwash Royalty. "Jim," 
who has assumed tho sceptro and now wears 
tha Songish crown, informs us that His Ma- 
jesty was evinoing his attachment and foully 
to the person of His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales by sundry potent libations 
fit Esquimau, aud started back to Victoria in 
hit' oanoe in company with a tenass man, 
whau the caoou was upset and the king was 
drowned.

flports on Beacon Hill were a complete failure, 
•tho Hiflo parade being given up und the races 
postponed till Monday next. The only n- 
moiniuic auvusemont being the election pro* 
bondings, which seemed generally to be 
fognrded as a good joke, a large crowd 
gathered at Ihc polling booth in front of the 
police barracks, where they remained during 
tho day, bandying joke* with each other, 
chaffing the candidates, cheering tho voters 
as they polled on one side or other, and bear- 
ing tho disagreeable weather with great good 
humor. 



Tiik Suspicious Titio. — The threo men, 
Lawrence Dulligan, George Smith and James 
Murphy, charged as rogues and vagabonds, 
wero brought up on rnmand yesterday before 
the Police. Magistrate. Mr. Bishop prose, 
cuted, and Mr. Courtenay, who defended the 
accused, exerted himself to have his clients 
liberated on the ground of tho absence of any 
direct charge nguinst 'hem. The court held 
that if sufficient suspicion rested upon one 
of the number the others could be properly 
dctuiiicd us associates until the matter was 
cleared tip. John Thompson wiib called to 
show that he had met Dulligan threo years 
ago at Lilloot on his return from Cariboo, 
when tho prisonor, who had been drinking, 
proposed to him that ho should make another 
man drunk when he (the prisoner) would 
knock him down and rob him. Mr.ltn lolph, 
u detcctivi officer, was also called, and stated 
that he had arrived with instructions from the 
U S. authorities in scurch of a man who they 
had heard was in this city, and be bad reason 
to boliovo that ho would Roon, with tlin us 
Bistanee of Mr. Francis, U. S. Consul, be in 
possession of evideuco against Dulligan, in- 
culpating him in the serious ohargo of robbing 
a stage and shooting the driver. In cross- 
examination by Mr Courtenay. witness said 
ho had seen the prisoner at Portland, and 
bad known him for threo years at Cariboo 
and elsowhore. Dulligan obtained permis- 
sion of tho court to say a few words, and en- 
into a minute account of all bis doiugs 
and travel by land and water, From tho hard 
winter of 00- '61 to the period ol his sojourn 
in Colorado, when the magistrate informed 
him that he might do more barm than good 
to hirnsell by going any further, and the 
" pencil linga by the way" was brought to a 
close by Dulligan declaring that " ho would 
challenge any man to corroborate what be 
had said, and ho would suffer tho censor 
quencoa ol perjury." Tho magistrato ro- 
niauded all throu prisoneis for a week. 

The Oivio Elections came oil yesterday, 
and resulted in the return of Mr. Harris for 
.Mayor, and Messrs. Malcolm Munro and 
Joseph Jeffrey as councillors for Johinon 
street Ward. No oleotion was held for tho 
other wards, Messrs. Fell aud W. B. Smith 
for Yates stroet, and Messrs. Smith Allatt 
and W. J. McDonald for James Bay, having 
been unopposed at the nomination. It is 
generally believed, however, that Mr. 
McDonald will not consent to acl, The 
elections passed off very quietly, the only 
contest being lor the mayoralty, between tho 
old rivals Messrs. Harris and Copland. The 
latter gentleman had been canvassing vigor- 
ously for the lust month or two, but the stnto 
of the poll at an early hour showed that be 
bad no chance with his more popular op- 
poueut, who took the lead from llie tirst, aud 
kept it throughout, winning easily by a ma- 
jority ol fifty-nine. Tho figures were — 
Harris, 183 , Copland, 124. For Johnson 
street ward Monro had 88, Jeffreys 80. and 
Lindsay 19, Tho announcement of the re- 
sult by the Shorifi was ruceived with pro- 
longed cheering, and the successful candi- 
date for the mayoralty was borne to a 
vehicle ill triumph, and the horses being 
taken out, he was drugged by a numhor of 
his enlhnsiastic supporters to his resideiico, 
where ho thanked them from tho bottom of 
his heart for the honor the v had done him. 
Mr. Copland stated after the conclusion of 
the flection, that Mr. Harris was disqualified 
on account of holding the position of Justice 
of the Peace, aud that he would contest the 
election.

Tho amusing farce 
of " Mr. und -Mrs. Peter Whim " concluded 
the performance, creating much laughter. 
To-night, liourcicault's grand drama of

Mid Lithian," will bo produced, followed by 
•• Tho First Night." 

The Assizes. — The Grand Jury met yes- 
terday and returned true bills against the In- 
dian in tho Salt Spring murder case and 
against Ring and Solberg, the proprie- 
tors of the Squaw Dance House on John- 
| son street. They meet again to-day when tlia 
indictment against Superintendent Smith 
i will be laid before them. The three sailors 
ol the bark John Stephenson — Wilson, Hen- 
derson, and Henry — wero found guilty of 
mutiny on the high seas but strongly re- 
commended to mercy, in consideration of 
which aud die term of imprisonment already 
■uSered, tho court sentenced them to 12 
mouths' imprisonment with hard labor.

ROUTE TO KOOTBNAY. 



Tho British Columbian has received u 
letter, written by n member of the expedition 
under Mr. Turner, which left Yale on the 
3rd of October for tho purpose ol exploring 
fur a routo to tho Kootenuy country, from 
which wo make the following extract : 

Tho waters of Lakes Komloops and Shus- 
wap and the river connecting them uro navi- 
gable for ordinary river steamers from Bar 
vannah's Perry nt the foot ol Lake Kam- 
loopa to the head of Lnko Shuswap, a dis- 
tance of about 121) miles. 

From Shuswap Lake to the Columbia 
River a wagon road can be built over tho 
divide wo followed, tho summit of which ia 
from 1,000 to 1,7(10 feet above tho lovol of 
tho lake, and at the time we crossed wnB 
covered with snow fiorn one to two feet in 
depth for a distance of about two miles on 
each sidu of the divide or summit. The 
snow has fallen very recently, and in fast 
disappearing again. 

The length ol tho wagon road would bo 
from 10 to *J miles, and the summit of the 
divide about IS miles from tho Coin in t . 
River.

Tiik Caledonia Co. were commencing to 
take out pay. 

The Urizzly Co. adjoining, weio making 
preparations lor working ; the Bed lock Drain 
having just tupped their shaft. They expect 
to work all winter. 

The Nkver Sweat Co. wcro also about 
commencing. 
The Cariboo Co. were doing well. 
Tub Balohrao Co. were about sinking n 
ne.v shaft for the spring. 

The Ueu Hook Fj.u.mk Co., on Williams 
Creek, had n number of men a! work. They 
were ground sluicing preparatory to blasting 
the rock. 

A better and more hopeful fueling was 
manifesting itself on tho creek. Business 
bad improved, and the conviction was genoral 
that tho prospects of the next season were 
bright and encouraging. About ri00 men 
remained on the creek. Provisions plenty 
and moderate. 

Lowliee. 

The Chittenden Co. wcro still doing 
well ; their weekly dividend was about 
51000. 

The Wasubcrn Co. were ulso obtaining 
a good dividend. Uoth ol these claims will 
pay better next year. 

Miscellaneous. 
Tho weather in Canhoo was very fine. 
Very little snow had fallen opto the time 
our informant left. 

Bible, tha man who was recently stabbed, 
shut himsell in a lit of delirium tremens. Ho 
had beam drinking hard. 

On the 2Cth a concert was given in aid of 
tho luuds ol the Reading ltoom. it was 
well attended. 

The rends arc in first rate condition with 
the exception of u small portion nt Boaver 
Pass. Capt. Harrison wos the first to take 
a horse over Wright's now and strongly con- 
structed bridge at Cottonwood for which 
privilege the workmen, as is their custom, 
required toll in the shape of " drinks (or tho 
crowd."

On the Lillooet 
side gram was so abundant that they could 
hardly find a market lor it all, Our infor- 
mant learnt that it is the intention of Mr. 
Flynn to erect n prist mill next year on this 
side of Pavilion Mountain.

Mr. Rurnaby to id the aim of the resolution 
ocenied to be to test the principle whether raising 
wheat in tho colony would be a paying speculation, 
and on that ground he would support ihe resolu- 
tion ; bethought) however, the resolution of the 
hon. senior member for the city was too compre- 
hensive, and would propose that ibc bounty should 
be given to one mill only at first; should that 
succeed, tho principle would be established and 
there would soon be plenty of money invested in 
die business. 

Mr. Franklin objected to the resolution because 
it confined tho subsidy to wheat grown on Van- 
couver Island. 

Mr. Uurnaby said he would certainly oppose the 
granting of a bounty unless il wcro confined to 
wheat grown ir tho colony. (Hear, heal.) 

Dr. Helmoken said the fact ivau there was not 
wheat enough grown in Vancouver Island to feed 
the chickens. (Laughter.) 

Mr. fiurnaby would 6uuK c st that a clause he in- 
troduced into the resolution providing that the 
mill should bo capable of grinding 25 barrels of 
flour a day, and the bounty to bo paid after the 
tirst 600 bushels of wheat wore ground. 

Mr. DcCosmoshad no objection to the amend- 
ment. Tho resolution then passed amended as 
follows : 

Resolved, That His Excellency the Governor bo 
respectfully requcstod to proclaim thnt, if any poi- 
son or persons shall erect n flour-mill with the 
capacity to grind 12;') bushels of wheat per day, 
ind shall make into fine and superfine Hour with 
such mill 500 bushels of wheat grown in tho Col- 
ony, and give satisfactory proof thereof, tho sum 
ofgl2oO shall be paid to every such person or 
parsons, provided that hucIi sum shall only extend 
to the erection of one mill, and that the tiinu within 
which the erection of such mill shall tako place 
shall bo within one year from the date of proclam- 
ation. And this llouso hereby pledges itself to 
make good the payment of said sum from tho 
general revenue.
